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Province Extends 
Royal Commission Mandate 


In a recent progress report on the 
Toronto waterfront, the Honourable 
Ruth Grier, Minister of the Environment 
and Minister Responsible for the Greater 
Toronto Area, announced that she had 
asked David Crombie to “continue his 
enquiries into how best to co-ordinate 
government policies and actions on 
waterfront lands”’. 


Speaking to the Metropolitan Toronto 
Board of Trade on 17 February 1992, 
Mrs. Grier indicated the Province’s sup- 
port for a “Waterfront Regeneration 
Trust’, an agency that can co-ordinate 
waterfront regeneration activities across 
the region. Legislation establishing the 
Trust is now being drafted and will be 
introduced during the spring session. 
The provincial government has extended 
the Royal Commission’s mandate until 
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the end of June 1992. Mr. Crombie will 
also assume the responsibilities of the 
Waterfront Development Office from 
Duncan Allan who retired recently. 


Building on previous work, the Royal 
Commission will prepare a Shoreline 
Regeneration Plan (see also “Lake 
Ontario Greenway Strategy”, p. 2), and 
continue working on projects such as the 
Waterfront Trail and Garrison Common. 


Mrs. Grier indicated her government's 
support for the Waterfront Trail, stating 
that “whenever changes in land use are 
sought for the waterfront area, final 
planning approval should only be given 
when the changes are consistent with the 
goal of creating a waterfront trail”. The 
Royal Commission is now working with 
the provincial government and with 
regional and local municipalities and 
agencies to “ensure that current planning 
decisions are consistent with the 
province’s intentions for this trail”. 


The Province also supports the recom- 
mendations in the Garrison Common 
Preliminary Master Plan, recently 
released by the Royal Commission. The 
plan proposes an economic development 
strategy for Toronto’s Garrison Common 
(Ontario Place, Exhibition Place, Fort 
York, HMCS York, Fleet Street, and sur- 
rounding area) that reflects provincial

In response to a request by the 
Honourable Ruth Grier, Minister 
of the Environment and Minister 
Responsible for the Greater 
Toronto Area (GTA), and build- 
ing on previous projects, the 
Royal Commission is preparing 
a work program to co-ordinate 
the preparation and implementa- 
tion of a Shoreline Regeneration 
Plan and Waterfront Trail. This 
program will be undertaken in 
the context of a Lake Ontario 
Greenway Strategy, based on the 
ecosystem approach and the 
nine waterfront principles, and 
encompassing the waterfront 
from Burlington Bay to the 
Trent River. 


In September 1991, the 
Commission released a work- 
group report on Shoreline 
Regeneration. The workgroup 
had investigated issues and 
opportunities regarding lakefill- 
ing, erosion, and habitats, and 
considered policies, practices, 
and methods available to regen- 
erate shoreline areas. It con- 
cluded that although many stud- 
ies and plans have been under- 
taken or are in progress by 
municipalities, conservation 
authorities, and others for seg- 
ments of the waterfront, there is 
a need for co-ordinated, ecosys- 
tem-based planning to address 
issues and opportunities that 
cross jurisdictional boundaries. 


In her December 1990 response 
to Watershed, Minister Ruth 
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Lake Ontario Greenway Strategy 


Grier endorsed the creation of a 
Waterfront Trail. The Trail 
would “become the Greenway 
that ties the GTA together... 
the highest land use for all pub- 
lic lands along the water’s edge 

.. much more than a four foot 
strip of asphalt’. In April 1991, 
the Province published a report 
on The Waterfront Trail, identi- 
fying proposed interim and opti- 
mum routes for the GTA water- 
front (excluding Metro 
Toronto), and the municipalities 
in these areas have continued to 
work on these ideas. At the 
same time, Metro Toronto, in 
collaboration with the Cities of 
Etobicoke, Toronto, and 
Scarborough, has been prepar- 
ing plans for a waterfront trail. 
In addition, there is potential to 
extend the waterfront trail plan- 
ning east of the GTA bound- 
aries, to encompass the entire 
waterfront of the Greater 
Toronto bioregion, and connect 
the Bruce Trail to the Ganaraska 
Trail. 


The Royal Commission’s final 
report, Regeneration: Toronto’s 
Waterfront and the Sustainable 
City, expected to be released in 
April 1992, will include recom- 
mendations that a plan for 
shoreline regeneration, includ- 
ing a greenway and trail, be pre- 
pared for the waterfront of the 
Greater Toronto bioregion. A 
related recommendation will 
urge the Province to place a

moratorium on approval of all 
major new lakefill and shoreline 
erosion control projects, pend- 
ing approval of this plan. 


The final report will also include 
discussion and recommenda- 
tions regarding greenways: cor- 
ridors where recreation and con- 
servation are primary objectives, 
linking protected natural areas 
and parks, and usually including 
trails of various kinds. The 
waterfront greenway will 
encompass other land uses, such 
as utilities, industry, agriculture, 
housing, and shops. In these 
cases, management, landscap- 
ing, and development will be 
undertaken with respect for the 
greenway context, according to 
the nine waterfront regeneration 
principles: clean, green, accessi- 
ble, open, connected, diverse, 
useable, affordable, and attrac- 
tive. 


Objectives 

The Lake Ontario Greenway 
Strategy will initiate measures 
to achieve a healthy, productive, 
resilient shoreline with 
increased aesthetic, social, eco- 
logical, and economic values. 
Other objectives include: 


¢ restoring and protecting 
natural habitats; 
¢ planning and implementing 
the waterfront trail; 
¢ enhancing recreation and 
open space opportunities;

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contributing to the develop- 
ment of policies, condi- 
tions, and standards for 
shoreline management 
(including lakefilling and 
erosion protection); 


proposing approaches to 
remediation of contami- 
nated lands; 


co-ordinating existing and 
ongoing plans and studies 
for the waterfront; 


integrating review and 
approval processes for pro- 
jects within the Greenway 
Strategy; and 


exploring mechanisms and 
funding for implementation. 


The current difficulties of co- 
ordination among government 
agencies and between the public 
and private sectors impedes 
these waterfront objectives. The 
Greenway Strategy will bring 
together all the relevant parties 
and provide opportunities to 
focus and co-ordinate efforts, 
exchange information and expe- 
rience, assist in the development 
of policies and standards, and 
mobilize partnerships to achieve 
shared or compatible goals. 


Process 

The preparation of the Green- 
way Strategy will be a co-opera- 
tive process, open to all who 
wish to participate. Through 
public consultation, we will gain 
views on the proposed approach 


to the Lake Ontario Greenway 
Strategy and Waterfront Trail 
implementation, as well as on 
the following documents: The 
Waterfront Trail: First Steps 
from Concept to Reality (pub- 
lished by the Waterfront 
Development Office), Shoreline 
Regeneration for the Greater 
Toronto Bioregion (Royal 
Commission discussion paper 
no. 13), and Regeneration: 
Toronto’s Waterfront and the 
Sustainable City, the Royal 
Commission’s final report. 


With representatives from 
municipalities, conservation 
authorities, provincial and fed- 
eral agencies, special purpose 
bodies, private sector landown- 
ers, non-government groups, 
and the general public, the 
Royal Commission will create a 
steering committee chaired by 
David Crombie. There will also 
be workgroups composed of 
Commission staff, consultants, 
people seconded from govern- 
ment, and representatives of 
non-government organizations. 
These workgroups will be asked 
to develop specific elements of 
the strategy, including Shoreline 
Management, Waterfront Trail, 
Natural Heritage, Cultural 
Heritage, and Soil Remediation 
(and others as needed). An inte- 
grating team will facilitate. 
cross-pollination among work- 
groups and prepare the Strategy. 
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Some of the initial workgroup 

activities will include the fol- 

lowing: 

¢ — selection and implementa- 
tion of priority trail projects 
consistent with the emerg- 
ing Greenway Strategy, 


research into coastal pro- 
cesses such as movement of 
currents and pollutants, ero- 
sion, and deposition, 


establishing criteria and 
conditions for small or 
demonstration lakefill/ero- 
sion control projects that 
could proceed while the 
recommended moratorium 
on lakefilling is in place 
during plan preparation, 
assisting watershed man- 
agement strategies, reme- 
dial action plans, etc. to 
meet their objectives of 
improving water/sediment 
quality and contributing to 
the ecological health of the 
waterfront, 


exploring approaches to 
restoration of terrestrial and 
aquatic habitats, 


exploring opportunities to 
protect, interpret, and re-use 
cultural heritage, 

compiling information 
about location and nature of 
areas of contaminated soils, 


exploring approaches to soil 
and groundwater remedia- 
tion. 
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CFLAG Update 


Just one year ago, a committee 
made up from residents and out- 
doors groups formed around the 
shared concept of using a recre- 
ational corridor to link green- 
space along the Lake Ontario 
shoreline. Since then, the idea 
of a continuous “greenway” has 
taken hold. 


A new organization called 
Citizens for a Lakeshore 
Greenway (CFLAG) was incor- 
porated in June 1991. We began 
by establishing goals and plan- 
ning strategies. Our first goal is 
promoting a greenway trail 
along the Lake Ontario water- 
front from Burlington to Port 
Hope. This 180-kilometre walk- 
ing/cycling trail will pass 
through 11 municipalities and 
five regions. CFLAG’s second 
goal is to facilitate public 
involvement from user groups 
and residents in the Royal 
Commission’s Greenway 


Strategy, and in work initiated 
by individual municipalities and 
conservation authorities. 


Long-term goals for CFLAG 
involve protecting significant 
natural environments and foster- 
ing environmental planning — 
promoting and applying the 
greenway concept with munici- 
pal and regional governments, 
and conservation authorities. 


In its first year, CFLAG has 
been active with administrative 
set-up, as well as community 
involvement. The directors have 
established a committee struc- 
ture which includes communi- 
cation, fundraising, and policy 
development. Besides organiz- 
ing numerous field trips, we 
have produced LINKS (our 
newsletter), a brochure, and a 
video. 


Last fall, we co-operated with 
Ruth Grier, Minister of the 


The Toronto Port Lands 


Earlier this year, the Toronto 
Economic Development 
Corporation (TEDCO) and the 
Toronto Harbour Commission- 
ers (THC) agreed to examine 
the feasibility of transferring 
certain port lands surplus to 
THC’s port operation require- 
ments to TEDCO for economic 
development purposes. That 
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examination is expected to be 
completed this summer. 


At the same time, the Royal 
Commissioner accepted a 
request from the federal 
Minister of Transport, the 
Honourable Jean Corbeil, to 
bring together the affected par- 
ties in order to produce a 


Memorandum of 
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Environment, and David 
Crombie, of the Royal 
Commission, on a series of 
waterfront walks in Burlington 
and Metro Toronto. 


Building one chapter at a time, 
CFLAG formed its first chapter 
in Toronto in November 1991. 
Etobicoke, Scarborough, and 
Burlington chapters will be 
established soon. CFLAG mem- 
bers are convinced that a green- 
way and trail are achievable 
goals. Public support and politi- 
cal will combined will make the 
vision for Canada’s longest 
greenway a reality.

Understanding (MOU). The 
MOU would take into account 
a range of issues, including 
jurisdictional issues such as the 
mandate and future responsibil- 
ities of the THC, land transfers, 
the viability of the Port of 
Toronto, and any outstanding 
financial issues. 


Toronto Waterfront Heritage Centre Proposed 


A recent proposal to the Royal 
Commission recommends con- 
solidating the information hold- 
ings of four institutions — the 
Marine Museum (administered 
by the Toronto Historical 
Board), the Toronto Harbour 
Commissioners’ archives and 
library, the York University 
Ports Collection, and the Royal 
Commission’s own Canadian 
Waterfront Resource 

Centre — to create a 
repository dedicated 

to preserving and 

interpreting water- 

front archives and 

artifacts. 


The Toronto 
Waterfront Heritage 


Centre would assem- 
ble the materials in a 
single, central loca- 
tion that provides 
space for storage, 
processing, exhibits, 
and public reference. 
While the participat- 
ing institutions would 
retain ownership of 
their respective hold- 
ings, responsibility 
for managing the 
information would be 
shared according to 
staff expertise. 


To bring greater atten- 
tion to the importance 
of the waterfront in 


Toronto’s growth and develop- 
ment, the Centre would host 
meetings and exhibits regarding 
such issues as public access, 
the environment, and use of the 
waterfront for industry, trans- 
portation, housing, and recre- 
ation. As well, the Heritage 
Centre would encourage 
research into the historical con- 
text of waterfront issues, and 


facilitate the public dissemina- 
tion of this work through a pub- 
lishing program. This consoli- 
dated programming would 
place the Centre in a stronger 
position to build upon existing 
holdings by acquiring addi- 
tional materials to enhance our 
understanding of the water- 
front’s place in the life of the 
city. 


The Queen’s Wharf Lighthouse was moved in November 1929 from its original site near 
Bathurst Street to its current location east of the Princes’ Gates. Built in 1861 for the Harbour 
Trust, it was given to the City by the Toronto Harbour Commission in an attempt to rescue one 
of the last remaining pieces of the 19th-century waterfront from the pressures of development. 
Currently owned by the Toronto Historical Board, the lighthouse represents one of the earliest 
examples of interagency co-operation to preserve Toronto’s waterfront heritage.

Examines various 
problems in Ontario’s 
existing land-use planning 
and environmental assess- 
ment process, and the need 
for reform. Suggests 
reforms that could immedi- 
ately improve the system, 
and calls for a public 
inquiry to study and con- 
sult on the issues before 
any recommendations can 
be made to government on 
whether and how to 
develop a fully integrated 
system. Includes appendix, 
“Towards an Ecosystem 
Approach to Land-Use 
Planning”, that proposes a way 
in which growth and develop- 
ment could be planned. 


Shoreline Regeneration for the 
Greater Toronto Bioregion 
examines policies, practices, 
technology, and methods avail- 
able to regenerate shoreline 
areas. Addresses the public’s 
desire for the benefits of shore- 
line modification and its desire 
to avoid the negative conse- 
quences of previous projects. 
Suggests that correction can 
come only from a co-ordinated, 
planned approach based on the 
conviction that the benefits of 
regeneration will far exceed the 
effort expended. Recommends 
leadership by the two senior 
levels of government in devel- 
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opment and implementation, 
and public input to achieve 
understanding, acceptance, and 
support for the goals, objec- 
tives, and constraints of the 
plan.
